General  Comments 


Elmer  Field  proposes  to  establish  and  license  a .5  acre  motor  vehicle 
wrecking  facility  located  approximately  10  miles  southeast  of  Darby,  MT  on 
Dugout  Gulch.  The  Montana  Motor  Vehicle  Recycling  and  Disposal  Act  re- 
quires all  wrecking  facilities  to  be  licensed  and  screened  from  public 
view.  No  junk  vehicles  or  vehicle  component  parts  may  be  visible  from  any 
point  six  feet  above  the  centerline  of  a public  road.  The  site  is  only 
visible  from  a private  road;  therefore,  it  is  in  compliance  with  the 
shielding  requirements  of  state  law. 

The  applicant  plans  to  operate  on  a wholesale  basis  only.  He  will  be 
salvaging  the  vehicles  and  selling  parts  via  a hotline.  The  business  will 
not  be  open  to  drop-in  customers. 


Potential  Impacts  on  Physical  Environment 


1.  Terrestrial  and  aquatic  life  and  habitats 

The  proposed  site  is  in  winter  range  for  mule  deer  and  elk.  Sur- 
rounding Forest  Service  land  to  the  north,  south,  and  east  provides  good  to 
excellent  game  habitat  for  deer  and  elk.  A salvage  facility  by  its  commer- 
cial nature  resulting  in  additional  travel  trips,  noise,  and  an  increased 
general  level  of  activity  may  have  a disruptive  influence  on  wildlife 
populations.  However,  the  disruption  is  expected  to  be  minor  since  the 
applicant  will  be  operating  on  a wholesale  basis  only.  Also,  most  of  the 
disruption  to  wildlife  already  occurred  when  a residence  was  established  at 
the  site. 

2.  Water  quality,  quantity,  and  distribution 

The  proposed  car  storage  yard  is  approximately  100  feet  from  a small 
stream.  Establishing  the  facility  may  cause  increased  sedimentation  or 
contamination  with  motor  fluids  in  this  stream.  The  potential  impact  to 
water  quality  is  considered  minor  because  of  the  small  size  of  the  facility 
and  the  applicant's  plan  to  dispose  of  waste  motor  fluids  off  site. 

Montana  law  prohibits  the  disposal  of  liquid  or  solid  wastes  in  an  area 
where  they  are  likely  to  cause  pollution  or  create  a public  nuisance. 
Violations  of  water  pollution  laws  are  enforceable  by  the  Montana  Water 
Quality  Act. 

4.  Vegetation  cover,  quantity  and  quality 

Whatever  vegetation  existed  at  the  site  was  disrupted  by  previous 
landowners . 

5.  Aesthetics 

State  law  requires  the  facility  to  be  screened  from  view  of  public, 
not  private,  roads.  This  facility  is  only  visible  from  Dugout  Gulch,  a 
private  road.  Although  screening  is  not  required,  the  applicant  has  built 
a IxlO'xlO'  board  fence  on  the  south  and  east  sides  of  the  facility.  This 
fence  screens  the  facility  from  view  of  Dugout  Gulch.  The  north  and  west 
sides  of  the  facility  are  bordered  by  hillsides.  Given  the  few  number  of 
residences  on  Dugout  Gulch,  the  aesthetic  impact  from  this  facility  should 
be  minor. 


Potential  Impacts  On  Human  Environment 


1.  Local  and  State  tax  base  and  tax  revenue 

2.  Quantity  and  distribution  of  community  and  personal  income 

3.  Quantity  and  distribution  of  employment 

Establishing  and  licensing  this  proposed  facility  should  have  a minor 
positive  impact  on  all  of  the  above  criteria.  Additional  income  and 
employment  should  at  least  result  for  the  applicant/owner  and  any  addition- 
al employees  necessary  for  the  operation, 

9.  Distribution  and  density  of  population  and  housing 

The  Forest  Service  lands  adjacent  to  the  facility  cannot  be  developed 
residentially.  The  area  east  and  south  of  the  facility  could  be,  though. 
There  are  a few  undeveloped  parcels  of  private  land  along  Dugout  Gulch. 

Wrecking  facilities,  particularly  unscreened  ones,  are  typically 
viewed  as  eyesores.  Thus,  establishing  this  facility  may  have  a potential 
negative  impact  on  future  residential  sales.  Given  the  distance  of  the 
site  to  a large  population  source  and  the  unsuitability  of  the  area  for 
residential  development,  this  impact  will  be  minor.  No  residential 
development  is  currently  scheduled  near  the  site. 

10.  Industrial  and  commercial  activity 

Except  for  very  large  scale  operations,  salvage  industries  do  not 
generally  influence  the  growth  of  adjoining  commercial  enterprises.  No 
increased  industrial  or  commercial  activity  is  expected  from  this  facility 
due  to  its  distance  from  commercial  markets,  its  small  size,  and  the  nature 
of  its  operation. 

13.  Locally  adopted  environmental  plans  and  goals 

The  establishment  and  operation  of  a motor  vehicle  wrecking  facility 
at  the  proposed  location  does  not  violate  any  locally  adopted  land  use 
planning  or  zoning  ordinances  as  certified  on  the  application  by  the 
Ravalli  County  Planning  Office. 

14.  Transportation  networks  and  traffic  flows 

Since  the  applicant  will  be  operating  as  a wholesale  business,  no 
increased  customer  traffic  is  anticipated.  However,  the  towing  and  trans- 
port of  salvage  vehicles  into  and  out  of  the  site  will  require  additional 
maintenance  of  the  dirt  public  and  private  roads  accessing  the  site.  Given 
the  small  size  (will  hold  20  vehicles  maximum)  of  the  yard,  this  impact  is 
expected  to  be  minor.
